DEATH TO THE MOSQUITO. 


Attack th* F#*t by W arring Upon It* 
Breading Plat**, 
By doing away with breeding pin es. 
such as tin cans, broken crockery and 
various receptacles thut hold water, 
by the drainage of bodies of Mater like­ 
ly to contain immature mosquitoes, by 
application of oil to l>odies «>f water 
that cannot be drained or the intro­ 
duction of fish into pools rHat cannot 
either he drulned or oiled millions of 
mosquitoes may I** destroyed. 
Water is necessary for the life of 
the mosquito. The eggs which are laid 
on the surface of the water by the 
adult mosquito hatch in from twenty- 
four hours to several days, depending 
on the temperature. 
The larvae Issue 
from the lower ends of the eggs aud 
wriggle about In th** water. 
The Inn ae of the house mosquito 
rest with the tips of the abdomen at 
the surface of the water and th** heads 
hanging downward. The larvae of the 
malaria 
fever mosquito lie parallel 
with the surface o f tho water to obtain 
air. 
Iii from one week to ten da * 
they change 
to 
another 
form, 
the 
pupae, 
wld'h 
have two respiratory 
tubes on the thorax. 
These pupae 
flout iii the water and transform t" 
adults in from five to six days. 
The 
adults winter In tile dormant condi­ 
tion. 
The germ causing malaria fever has 
been carefully ami repeatedly traced 
through Ifs life history, and it has 
with certainty been found to pass a 
part of its existence In man and part 
in the body of the mosquito. 
By the 
bit** of the mosquito the malarial fever 
organism Is transmitted to man. 
No 
practical methods have been devised 
to destroy adult mosquitoes. 
All suc­ 
cessful methods so far have l»een to 
check their numbers by either doing 
away with hiding places or by destroy­ 
ing the young mosquitoes. 
Kerosene oil applied to tile water sur­ 
face at the lute of one-half teacupful 
to one barrel of water or one ounce of 
kerosene to fifteen square feet of water 
is sufficient to destroy any young mos­ 
quitoes Hint might la* present iii the 
wafer. 
An application of tin* kerosene 
should be made every fifteen d a w
